Claims 64-81 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
of record fail to teach, singly or in combination, selecting, by a processing device of the 
vending machine, one of the plurality of products to be offered as a mystery product, 
wherein the selection is based at least in part on data associated with the selected 
product; calculating, by the processing device, a mystery product price for the selected 
mystery product, wherein the mystery product price is greater than a pre-determined 
minimum acceptable price for the mystery product and less than the retail price 
associated with the mystery product. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
